A BATTENBERG PRINCE 
IS KILLED IN FRANCE 


Maurice, Grandson of Queen Vie- 
toria, and Brother of Spanish 
Queen, Slain in France. 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—Prince Maurice 
| of Battenberg, a cousin of King George 
and a son of Princess Henry of Batten- 


berg, has been killed ‘while serving with 
the. British Army in France. 

The Prince was an officer of the 

King’s Royal Rifle Corps. 
. Prince Maurice was the only member 
of the British royal family who has 
been. killed in the war. According to 
one report, he was not actually killed 
on the field of battle, but died after- 
ward ‘from. weunds received in’ an en- 
gagement. 

King George and Queen Mary visited 
Kensington Palace this afternoon to 
condole with Princess Henry, the 
Prince’s mother. - 

Two brothers of Prince Maurice also 
went;to the front—Lieut. Prince -Alex- 
ander of the Grenadier Guards and 
Lieut. Prince Leopold of the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps. . Prince . Leopold 
was invalided home recently, suffering 
from an injury to his knee, the result 
of a fall. 


Prince Maurice Victor Donald of Bat- 
tenberg was the youngest of the three 
sons of the late Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, who in 1885 married Princess 
Beatrice, Queen Victoria’s. youngest 
daughter. Prince Henry died in '1896 
as a result of illness contracted in the 
British Ashanti campaign, for which he 
had volunteered. 

Queen Victoria of Spain, formerly 
Princess Victoria Ena of Battenberg, is 
the only sister of Prince Maurice, and 
Admiral Prince Louis of Battenberg is 
his uncle.

‘AUSTRIA FEELING 
WAR'S DISASTERS 


Every Available Vienna Build- 
ing Taken for Wounded— 
Soldiers Beg in Streets. 


But Populace Has Become Apa- 
thetic and Restaurants Are 
Still Scenes of Gayety. 


MUCH SEDITION IN ARMY 


Russians and Servians Kept Well 
Informed of Plans, Which Aided 
in Their Defeat.

ROME, Oct. 28, (Dispatch to The Lon- 
don Standard.)—Information from Aus- 
tria- reveals unimagined seriousness. 

The military losses not only have been 
great, but disease is spreading while the 
populace is apathetic. Enormous, 
most inconceivable, is the Joss of life 
suffered by the Austrian Army. 

An evil spirit seems to hevs rendered 
the Austrian Army impotent from the 
very commencement. of hostilities. The 
first Austrian advance, into Russian Po- 
land, resulted in a horrible catastrophe 


for the invaders. In one battalion 12 of- 
ficers and 562 men were lost in one day. 

Only: six weeks after the declaration of 
‘war Vienna alone took under its auspices 
no fewer than 60;000° wounded,-and it 


the Austrian Army had lost 200,000 men

All the public and 
private héspitals; barracks, and schools 
became overfilled, but this did not suf- 
fice, ahd theatres and offices Were occu- 
pied for. this purppse.. It was still inade- 
quate.’

‘Prater Park, where elegant 
spectacular ballets were performed, . the

\But there is something still more af-" 
flicting. Convalescent soldiers wander 
like vagabonds through thé streets, 
clothed in: uniforms and still bandaged, 
begging alms. They ‘are hungry, they 
ask for food, warm apparel, under- 
clothing, and walking sticks. — 

All the stocks have been exhausted. 
There is no more leather for ‘boots. 
There is.a shortage of shirts and jack- 
ets. One sees reservists on sentry duty 
with ropes around their waists instead of 
leather belts. 

Together with the wounded arrive 
long processions of cholera and dysen- 
tery invalids, all from the _ Galician 
frontier. The cholera is of the benign 
form, but the dysentery is fatal. The 
medical figures for Vienna indicate 100 
dead daily from this malicious epidemic. 

This evil is spreading with disastrous 
rapidity. The wounded who returned 
home are infecting the south of Austria. 
Several cases have been discovered in 
villages midway. between Vienna and 
Trieste. 

In view of this dangerous contagion 
the authorities have decided to build 
wooden barracks around the city, with 
10,000 beds, to serve as military isola- 
tion hospitals. 

The arrival in Vienna of thousands of 
refugees from Galicia, mostly Jews, still 
further complicates the life of the 
Multitudes of long-bearded, short, red- 
haired men, wearing boots and black 
clerical cloaks—the typical Galician fig- 
ures—accompanied by their wives, chil- 
dren, and goods and chattels, are 
densely. massed together in the yards of 
public, institutions. . The authorities of 
Vienna have decided not to admit any 
more Galician: fugitives. -
